Balance forward and back, 
box, reverse box, balance left and right, waltz away and together, circle away and together. 


DETROIT CITY by Don and Linda Hichman 

Phase 2 + 2 (Strolling Vine, Fishtail) Two Step; available from Amazon. Traveling box, 
forward two steps, turning two steps, circle away 2 two steps, strut together 4, face to 
face and back to back, basketball turn, lace across, and back, double hitch, vine apart and 
together, walk 2, broken box, strolling vine, twirl/vine 2, scissors to sidecar and banjo, 
fishtail, and side two step. 


DINAH LEE by Dorothy Sanders 

Phase 2 + 1 (Strolling Vine) Two Step; available on Hi Hat HH-ENO56. Roll 2, walk 2, 
Charleston, forward two steps, vine apart and together, basketball turn, step hop, forward- 
lock-forward, hitch 6, scoot 4, strolling vine, turning two steps, open vine 4, sliding doors, 
circle away 2 twos, strut together, face to face and back to back. 


MY HEART BELONGS TO YOU by Allemande Al and Martha Wolff 

Phase 2 + 1 (Spin Turn) + 1 (Interrupted Box) Waltz; available on TNT 145: “My Heart”. 
Twirl vine, forward waltz, drift apart, twinkle, interrupted box, left turns, canter, balance, 
reverse twirl, left turning box, dip back, maneuver, spin turn, and right turning box. 


SUGAR by Richard and Jo Anne Lawson 

Phase 2 Two Step; available on Belco #305. In escort position Walk 2, forward two step, 
point forward and back, double hitch, strut 4, scissors, vine apart 3-brush, vine together, 
circle 4, face to face and back to back and twirl vine 2. 


CLOSE TO YOU TWO STEP by Yasuyo Watanabe 

Phase 3 Two Step; available from Casa Musica. Vine 4, pivot 2, strolling vine, turning two 
steps, side stairs, scissors, progressive scissors, fishtail, left turning box, flare, solo left 
turning box, vine, wrap, unwrap, lady spin, circle away and together. 


ON THE SUNNY SIDE OF THE STREET by Doug and Cheryel Byrd 

Phase 3 + 2 (Diamond Turn and Windmill) Foxtrot and Jive; available from Amazon. Point 
steps 4, change hands behind the back, chasse left and right, change right to left and left 
to right, windmill, forward run 2, maneuver, impetus, wing, progressive cross hovers, 
twisty vine 3, box, twisty vine 4, diamond turn, roll 3, chair-recover, vine snap 8, solo roll 4 
and side close-lunge with ‘jazz’ hands. 


STEAL AWAY by Karen and Duncan MacDonald 

Phase 8 +1 (Quick/Slow Lock) Waltz; available on CD Shanachie by Phil Coulter. Waltz 
away and together, twirl vine, left turn, quick lock/slow lock, box finish, canter, balance, 
reverse twirl vine, winkle, whisk, forward-forward/lock-forward, maneuver, open impetus, 
thru-chasse, over spin turn, progressive twinkles, dip back and leg crawl. 
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EV’RY TIME WE SAY GOODBYE by Jos Dierickx 

Phase 4 + 1 (Check and Weave) Foxtrot; available from Casa Musica. Roll 3, whisk, in 
and out runs, chair and slip, telemark, hover fallaway, slip pivot, twist vine 4, hover cross, 
chasse, impetus, slow side lock, reverse wave Y2-check and weave, hover telemark, open 
natural, back and tipple chasse pivot to a spin turn, feather finish, open reverse turn, 
promenade weave, whiplash, drag hesitation, outside change, circle away swivel and blow 
a kiss. 


MORE DAYLIGHT by Mona Tornquist and Dusan Valas 

Phase 4 + 2 (Outside Spin, and Turning Lock) Waltz; available on CD Strictly Ballroom- 
Ross Mitchell. Lady roll out and in, left turns, maneuver, spin turn, box finish, open 
telemark, open natural, back passing change, hover corte, back whisk, semi chasse, chair 
and slip, hover telemark, outside spin, closed wing, closed telemark, over spin turn, 
turning lock, wing and open impetus. 


ROCK AND ROLL KISS by Bob and MaryAnn Rother 

Phase 4 Jive; available on Curd CRB-10521. Point steps 4, body wave and recover, rock 
the boat 4 slow, rock the boat 4 quick, throwaway, double rock, left side pass, change 
places left to right and right to left, wrap triple and double bump, chicken walks, triple 
wheel spin, link rock, kiss and change point. 


SHAKE RATTLE AND ROLL by Michael and Regina Schmidt 

Phase 5 + 1 (Curly Whip) + 2 (Charleston Kicks and Shuffling Door) Jive; available on CD 
Tribute by Sign Posters. Sweetheart, lindy catch, change places right to left and left to 
right, stop and go with double stop, Charleston kicks, maneuver triple, whip turn, chasse 
left to right, neck slide, underarm turn & glide, shadow breaks, Miami special, mooch, 
chasse roll, sailor shuffle, throwaway, curly whip, shuffling door, continuous chasse, link 
to a double whip and side lunge. 


I only review those dances that have readily available music. Enjoy these 
dances and remember to LISTEN to the music before you buy it - it may not be 
your style. Some cuers and dancers have asked me for certain cue sheets that 
have been reviewed. I will always send the cue sheet when requested.

I recently went to the first full square dance that I have been to since I called my last 
dance seven months ago. It was the Tri State Callers Association Winter Ball. The dance 
is a “new dancers” event and the call vocabulary is limited to the first 50 calls also known 
as the Basic program. We’ve held the dance for many years both to provide a “real” dance 
for new dancers and as a fund raiser for the Square Dance Foundation of New England. 
The members of the association share the calling thus providing the new dancers with a 
range of styles of calling to add to their experience. This year we were at a new location, 
the Circle 9 Campground in Epsom, NH. Owner and square dancer Norm Gentry made 
this very comfortable hall available for us. 


The role of observer in this setting was a bit different for me. Nearly always in the past 
when I attended a square dance it was as a participant, usually as caller but certainly as 
dancer. On this day my knees weren't letting me dance so I spent the afternoon paying at- 
tention to the dancing and the calling and the sound of the crowd. I realized that today it’s 
not all that common to hear a hall full of happy sounds. So many folks are involved with 
their on-line tools that often the happy buzz that I heard at this dance is missing. The hall 
allowed those not dancing to sit at tables and interact with each other without interfering 
with the dancing - and interact they did. I never saw a cell phone or tablet. 


The calling was interesting, too. Because the call list was short providing variety in the 
dancing experience was more of a challenge. The upside then is that most of the callers 
were very familiar with these calls so the timing and flow of the choreography was better 
than we sometimes see when callers are trying to make things “interesting.” The other 
good thing about the limited vocabulary was the dancer success. There were very few 
breakdowns in the squares on the floor. Variety comes in many forms. One example that I 
had not seen before was a setup where everyone was in the right order in lines of four with 
half sashayed couples. That setup is quite common but the caller, Don Bachelder, then 
said “just the ends bend the line and allemande left.” That was new to me and the great 
thing about it is that, even for dancers who didn’t understand the call and did nothing, the 
allemande left still worked properly. 


Don’t forget the NESRDC. It happens on the last weekend of this month at a mag- 
nificent facility, the Omni Mount Washington Resort. This is an unusual opportunity to 
experience a beautiful facility even if you come just for the day.

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ROUND DANCE CUERS 


Over the years I have worked with many cuers. Here are some thoughts. 


I LIKE CUERS WHO: (1) Cue in a clear distinct voice and loud enough to be heard by 
everyone. I like to round dance, and I do not want to strain to hear the cues. (2) Have an 
upbeat personality. This carries over to the floor and gives a lift to everyone. (3) Play the 
intermediate round first, thereby having more dancers on the floor after the easy second 
round to increase the number of squares for the next tip. 


I LIKE CUERS WHO: (4) recognize that the caller will probably need the full table, 
and ask the club for another table if it is not present. (5) Talks to the caller about 30 
minutes before the end of the dance to coordinate the final timing between squares and 
rounds. I will bring this up to the cuer if necessary, but it shows a professionalism if the 
cuer initiates the conversation. (6) Cues in a manor that provides extra words for those 
who are unsure of the harder steps. I am a weak round dancer, and I really appreciate 
when a cuer provides this extra help. I will always thank them for it. 


I LIKE CUERS WHO: (7) Announce the Phase number of each round ahead of time. 
(8) Convey that they are having fun while cuing. (9) Play the music loud enough so the 
dancers can feel it. After all it is Round DANCE. Too many cuers do not give enough 
music volume. 


I DO NOT LIKE CUERS WHO: (1) Dress sloppily. If a person is on stage, they should 
look good. Women always seem to dress well - it’s the men who have the problem. (2) Cue 
with bad timing. I understand if a new cuer does this, but I do not understand how an ex- 
perienced cuer can have poor timing after all these years. 


I DO NOT LIKE CUERS WHO: (3) Never look at the floor. They read from their com- 
puter or hand-held notes and ignore the floor. This makes the dancers feel unimportant. 
What is really poor is the cuer who stands sideways to the floor, because they are reading 
from their computer. This conveys the distinct impression of: “I don't care what you're do- 
ing - I’m concentrating on my computer.” 


Fortunately, my happy experiences with cuers far outnumber the disappointing 
experiences.

Basic Bobbin Briefing 


Working in a sewing machine shop gives me many ideas for this column. People walk 
in and say, “I need sewing machine bobbins.” I ask, “What make and model of machine?” 
They have no idea. There are 80 different bobbins for household machines. Unless you 
know the brand of the machine, I can’t even guess which bobbin it takes. 


I have ‘fixed’ nonworking machines with the right bobbin. The bobbin must fit exactly. 
The top-of-the-line computer embroidery machines should use brand specific bobbins from 
the dealer. Their speeds and close tolerances require exact bobbins. Most other machines 
can use generic bobbins, as long as they are the correct class/size. Some machines have 
an electric eye that sends a message when the bobbin thread is almost out. Most of these 
machines require plastic bobbins. 


Plastic bobbins can crack, which will catch the thread and mess up the timing. If they 
are cracked or have rough edges, throw them away. Metal bobbins should be checked for 
rust. It makes them rough and they don’t spin smoothly in the bobbin case. Rust will also 
stain the thread. Throw away rusty or bent metal bobbins. 


Never wind one color thread over another thread on the bobbin. 
e There isn’t enough thread there to save. What is a couple of yards worth? 


e You can’t use the thread on the bottom. To get to it you would have to pull off all 
of the new thread to use the old thread. 


e You will have to rewind the bobbin more frequently because of the old thread 
taking up space on the bobbin. This will cost more in time and frustration than the 
worth of the thread. 


e If you really want to save the thread on a bobbin just hand wind it back on the 
spool that it matches. 


Purchase a lot of bobbins. Before starting a big project wind two bobbins. Most 
garments require at least two bobbins. Keep one bobbin wound in each of your most used 
colors. Black, white, red, blue, beige, gray and brown are good starters. Then when you sit 
down to do some quick mending, the bobbin will be ready. 


Check your machine instructions for the correct thread path for winding a bobbin. As 
the bobbin winds the thread should be smooth and snug. If the thread is too tight it will 
become stretched on the bobbin. Then when it is sewn, the bobbin thread will shrink back 
and pucker the fabric. If the bobbin is loose and sloppy it will cause the stitching to be 
loose and uneven. If the bobbin is not filling evenly as it winds, it is OK to gently guide the 
thread up and down with your fingers. 
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For most sewing the top thread and the bottom thread should be the same type and 
weight. For decorative stitching consider using rayon thread on top and serger cone thread 
in the bobbin. The rayon thread is shiny and makes the decorative stitching look better. 
Rayon is expensive, so use serger cone thread in the bobbin. For decorative stitching 
loosen the top tension by about one number. This will cause the top thread to be pulled a 
little to the bottom side and keep bobbin thread from showing on the top. Yes, it 1s alright 
to change the tension. Just put a sticky note on the machine to remind you to change it 
back when you are finished with the rayon thread. Loosening the tension will also reduce 
the puckering when doing decorative stitches. Most of the time decorative stitches need 
the support of stabilizer or more than one layer of fabric. Check your manual for tips on 
using decorative stitches. Always practice decorative stitches on scraps before starting on 
the project. 


Quit blowing on the bobbin area when you see lint. Your breath is wet. You are spitting 
on the lint which makes it stick better. Blowing is only strong enough to push the lint 
further into the machine so that you can't see it. We clean wads of lint out of machines 
every day. The best way to clean your machine is to vacuum it. Take out the bobbin, 
remove the needle plate, remove the pressor foot. Put the crevasse tool on your vacuum 
and suck all of the lint out. Vacuum the tension disks, take up lever and bobbin winding 
area as well. 


The bobbin thread and the top thread must work together to produce perfect 
stitching. Spend a little time sorting and checking your bobbins and be rewarded with 
top quality stitching.

Using Music to Help Your Dancers (And Yourself) - Part II 


You are a concerned caller. You want the dancers to succeed so you've crafted your 
material to be within your dancer’s abilities. You’ve got music playing with a strong beat, 
no background vocals to get in the way of the dancer’s hearing your calls, and the speed 
of the music is slowed down so the dancers can make an energized step to each beat. Still, 
squares break down. 


It could be your timing, which is the number of steps assigned to each call. 
CALLERLAB established a committee of the finest callers in the business to determine 
the number of steps required to comfortably complete a call. Their work was so studied 
that it stands today, forty-years later, without change and without need to change. Every 
call defined by CALLERLAB clearly fixes proper timing. When teaching a new call, it is 
helpful for the dancers to know how many steps it should take them to complete the call, 
in this way dancers avoid rushing or falling behind. For example, I will teach and walk 
through a call ike FOUR LADIES CHAIN, two or three times, then I will call it: 

FOUR LADIES CHAIN — GO, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, (pause), DONE 


The word “go” is a call to action and a slow steady count down lets the dancers know 
what their pace should be. If someone is not finished after the word “done,” I would tease 
them a bit by saying “done, 2, 3, 4.” Without saying anything else, the next time I say 
the same call sentence, the dancers will be on time. Your count down could be relaxed or 
hurried, that is tempo. Tempo varies — timing does not. 


Dancers enjoy moving to music; one call to the next and it is the caller’s responsibility 
to call out successive calls at a rate, which does not cause the dancers to rush or to stop 
moving. Imagine if someone sings “Happy Birthday” but after each line, stops singing for a 
few seconds, then continues to the next line. Everyone in the room would probably sing the 
song without our singer, some folks too fast and some too slow. Well, that kind of chaos is 
similar to what happens when square dancers have to stop and go. 


Here is how I would call a sequence: 
FOUR LADIES CHAIN -— GO, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2 - CHAIN BACK — GO, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2. 


The dancers need me to give them the next call as they are finishing the current 
call. This is timing call delivery. Some of our top callers today are masters of timing 
call delivery and if you ask them, they will tell you that it takes lots of practice and an 
unerring knowledge of how many beats each call takes. This is correct square dancing. 


Wait, someone from the floor says, “that’s too fast.” You double-check the tempo 
and finds it’s relaxed; you double-check your timing and find it’s correct. What is the 
problem? Styling. 
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When dancers are taught any square dance call, it is always a single call. On FOUR 
LADIES CHAIN, men are taught to move slightly forward as the ladies are in the process 
of finishing their Star Halfway to execute the Courtesy Turn but when the caller says 
“well done” or helps another square, the dancers step back on their heels away from the 
center of the square. Stepping back to “at ease” is natural and if the teacher consistently 
says a call, waits for everyone or waits for a few, then says the next call, then dancers will 
conform to this style. Move — at ease — move — at ease. Those poor folks will struggle with 
another caller who uses proper timing. 


We must teach proper styling. Dancers keep their upper body weight slightly ahead 
of their hips and up off their heels. Keep both feet on the ground at the same time by 
sliding their feet along the ground because when both feet are in constant contact with the 
ground, it is very difficult for that dancer to loose their balance or get their feet tangled up 
with another dancer. 


Music makes the dancer. With music, the number of steps in a call becomes the 
number of beats. If doing a patter call, choose a singing call selection for background, as 
the musical phrasing is stronger. 


Some of my recent favorites are: 
EVERY BREATH YOU TAKE, Gold Wing 127 
HEY THERE DELILAH, Silver Sounds 287 
LIGHT THE CANDLES, Riverboat 268 


Call to properly timed material. This may require some callers to write their material 
in advance in order to avoid stop and go. Deliver calls so the dancers are smoothly moving 
from one-call-to-the-next. Dancers need “at ease” moments and those come when dancers 
RETURN TO HOME AFTER A SEQUENCE. The time for a caller to pause is between 
sequences, not between calls. Callers who help dancers with proper styling and dancing in 
correct timing will be their heroes. You will never be able to do anything but proper timed 
square dancing once you've learned it. 


This is a big topic and we will go further next month. 


Last two month’s review stated that “IMAGINE THAT” on Gold Rush 186 by Shawn 
and Scott Brown, was missing a vocal track. The producer did send a vocal track but 
this reviewer missed it. My apologies. Now go buy some new music. Your comments and 
questions are welcome; please send emails to buddy@buddyweaver.com.

Tons of fills from the 
same instruments make for a full sound. This is a rock song that could drive the energy 
level up. Scott sounds good; he mostly prompts his calls this time

song played in country style that is energizing. It sure is good to hear John recording 
again. He uses an interesting, tightly timed figure and fits lots of words in. May need to 
adjust word meter.

Two callers obviously enjoy calling this song together — nice sound.
